The banks of New 
England are bottomed only on generous 
confidence. The great wajority of 
them have their capital locked up 
in the notes of merchants and 
manufacturers, and these they are renew- 
ing from month to month, and quarter to 
quarter, waiting and hoping for better 
times in which they can be paid. If the 
wur continues a twelye month, they will 
go to the wall; and we sball be lucky if 
the banks of the West are oot dragged 
down with them. Every consideration of
